The punch behind this line of 
talk was delivered by a young 
Naxi, an aide de camp. **Upon 
my cotrntry's defeat in this war,” 



W HAT does the German sol- 
dier think about the war 
now? Since E>-Day he has 
really been taking it, !Ie*s groggy. 
He's down. But is he out? 

Is he ashamed of his part in 
the grab that Hitler tried to get 
away with? Is he ready to adrriit 
that crime *doesn*r pay? Is he 
prepared to be a Dagwood the 
rest of hb life^ — instead of a 
Superman? 

Mere is an exact recording of 
a caiual bull-session among a 
group of German PW's not long 
after they were captured. 1 hey 
didn't know they were being over« 
heard so Iheir talk was free and 
fancy. 

“WeVe an eternaHy fighting 
nation.” said a sinker. **Since the 
days of the old Teutons we*ve 
been perpetually at war. Ger- 
many Has always been ai war 
ever since she came into existence. 
The world must always be kept 
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he ^aid grimly. **\ and thousands 
like me will iminedialely begin 
to work for her revenge. * 

How does Fritz hope to get his 
new ciiance to conquer the world P 
It can't be a secret to him any 
longer that the Allies intend to 
annihilate the Nazi armies that 
they will insist on unconditional 
surrender that they will occupy 
every corner of Germany ... that 
the Nazi war machine will be 
completely sc rapped . 

What does he think he can do 
to prepare for “revenge”? A Nazi 
paratroojwr^ cme of the PWs 
whuse conversation was recorded, 
boastfully tel the cat out of the 
bag: “I am quile convinced that 
even if it worse for us than 
after Versailles, we shall get the 
best of them some other way. I 
know, how. If ?hey occupy us as 
well, we need merely infect them 
through and through wiih our 
ideas. And that can be done. I 
shall now learn English and you 
will perhaps notice that I will 
adopt an entirely new line of 
action. T am no Nazi — and yet 
1 am one.” 

This Nazi w'as certainly cock- 
sure. Why was he so confident? 
What is it, this “new” line he 
talked about? What did he mean 
by the crack “ 1 am no Nazi — 
and yet I am one?” 

To get the answer, ARMY 
TALKS sent a reporter out to 



visit a German PW camp. He 
talked to the prisoners there in 
a quiet, green meadow beside ihe 
river . . . asked them what they 
thought about the end of the 
war...abf>ut their future and the 
future of Germany, A stenographer 
wrote do^n the conversations word 
for word.

1 he prisoners in this particular 
camp were sound in b<> 1 y. Our 
artillery hadn't made them pun- 
chy, Our air force hadn't knocked 
Ihcni silly. They had marched in 
and laid down Ih.cir arms —

men with dean uniforms, smooth 
faces, full stomachs 'and heavy 
packs. Weary of the hopelessness 
of the siliialion, [heir General 
had bowed to surrender on Allied 
terms. 

No attempt has been made to 
polish up the interviews printed 
below. Some of the sentences may 
seem disjointed. Some of the 
words may seem out of place. 
That's not im|x>Tlant. What is 
im)X)rtant is the picture of the 
Nazi mind which these interviews 
provide. 

On Ihe surface the thoughfj; of 
ihese PW's appear to be iheir 
ov'ii. When you read them per- 
haps you will be struck by the 
“sweet reasonableness” of some 
of the arguments they put for- 
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warti “These guys aren't being 
nnreniiorvable/^ you might say. 
“Seems to me that what they're 
saying makes pretty good sense, 
Whats all the luiilabaloo about? 
We have no real quarrel with 

That's just what Gt:)ebbds wants 
you to say. 

Look closely at the picture and 
you'll tind ihe cracks where the 
pieces were put together fhe 
fdlow who pul them together 
was Goehbels. To give the devil 
his due, he is just about the most 
efficient propagandist who ever 
lived. 

If you had asked any of the?^ 
German PW's where he got his 
ideas, he would Tell you they 
came out of his own head. He 
thinks he makes up lits own mind 

— indcpciKlently of what Goeh- 
bels puts out at the Propaganda 
Ministry. But if you pay close 
attention yo\i*l] see that the state- 
meals of these PW's' all fit to- 
gether neatly — too neatly. 

Notice how they form a definite 
pattern. Want to know^ where that 
pattern w^s designed? You get it 

— Berlin.

That still doesn't answer the 
business of its being reasonable. 
OK, did you ever hear a smart 
“Philadelphia lawyer" when he 
was in the groove? He could put 
you on the witness stand and tie 
you in knots before you could 
warm the chair. Answer yes or 
iml By the time he was through 
with you, you'd be spinning like 
a gyro. Alongside Goebl^els a 
“Philadelphia iawycr“ is a rank 
amateur.

— via microphone from the Wi!- 
helmstrasse — is Goebbels. It 
transmits seme of the cleverest 
lie.s ever dreamed. 

These l>o{>by-traps have one 
definite, coldly-calculated purpose: 
to win for Germany jhe war of 
idem. 

If the Germans w'in that war, 
alt the blcjod our men have spilled 
on file beaches, in the hedge- 
rows, atop Ihe bitterly fought 
crests, will have been useless.

The campaign succeed cl) 
only too weh. fhen Hitler came 
along. Backed by the jimkgrs, 

I he Pan -Germanist 5 , the. big in- 
dustrialists, he sp^nt millions on 
propaganda to imtfy the Germans 
and to divide the Allies. He, too, 
succeeded so well that Germany 
afmosl had the victory in the bag 
before the Allies were able to pull 
themselves together again 

Today, the Germans know they 
have lost World War M. But, 
what's a lost war wlien the world 
is the stake! So Gtiehbels is al- 
ready at work clearmg the way 
for the third fry. Me is putting 
his faith in a ”new line” of 
bfx>bydraps, styled to turn defeat 
into victory. 

ARMY TALKS has taken apart 
what German PW's 533'' to see 
how this **new line” of booby- 
traps wf>rks. Here is a quick sum- 
mary of the major models. 

Model A - WIlhelmstrasM 

Shift-' 

POKFOSE i The Germans know 
they can't get to first base for 
World War Ml until they can 
shift the blame for this war on 
to semebo(iy else — anybody else. 
For ihis mission, GoehlKUs has 
designed a humdinger. 

DESCRIPTION: Standard German 
booby-trap is basically a repaint 
job on an old model — one that 
has paid off in results many times 
before, i'he Germans see no good 
reason for dropping il from iheir 
line. The trap is built on the idea 
that there are plenty of Americans 
who don’t like the British or the 
Qimrminists or the Poles or the 
Jews or seme oilier people— and 
consequently are ready to believe 



ahnost anything about them. The 
trap is loaded with every Ire tftfl 
Nazis can borrow or inveni — die 
hjggcr the belter. Upon detonation 
it sprays the blame for the 
in every direction, except toward 
Gennadiy. 

OPEXUiTiOH : Goebbefs instruct- 
ion sheet on previous model: 
‘‘Since there are plenty of suckers 
ready to bite, bait or camouflnge 
is secondary. The device is simple 
to operate. Just plant plenty of 
th^ and give each sucker what 
he*s looking for. Keep re-arming 
(he trap with new and bigger 
charges of lies. Results are guar- 
anteed.” 

HOW TO DIMRM : The model 
is based on the old trick used 
by a thief when he joins the pur- 
suing orowd and shouts, “Stop, 
thkf!” louder than anybmly else. 
To disarm it compfelely, just 
ignore ihe shouting, and keep 
3^Dur eye on the Germans

Modol d - The T«ar Jerkar 

PURPOSE ; This fancy fiadgel 
is designed to appeal to your sense 




of fair play. (The German lan- 
guage doesn't even have a word 
For “fair play”, but they're work- 
ing on you, not on themselves.) 
Mission: to soften your heart — 
and your brain. They want Amer- 
icans to help build Germany up 
again — or at least not object 
when Germany begins putting on 
some muscle and laying in .some 
guns. They want Americans lo 
agree that the war aims of Ger- 
many were not so unreasonable 
after all. 

DESCRIPTION : The explosive in 
this one has lost some of its wham 
since the Germans first intro- 
duced it after World War I. 
They hope to jazz it up as they 
go along. The Tear Jerkcr works 
on the principle that Americans 
are suckers for the underdog line, 
“limm/* they want you to say 
to yourself. *^Thcy weren't ask- 
ing for so much. Why didn't wc 
let Vm have it They weren't 
going to do W.9 any harm. They 
didn't mean to hurt anybody. 
Hiller and ihc Nazis weren't so 
bad. They solved unemployment 
and things. Let's help 'em get on 
their feel again.” 

OPERATION Goebbels' iustruc- 
lion sheet on this one reads: 
Remember how successful Q>unl 
Liickner, (he U-Roat Commander, 
was afler World War I He hud 
li^eiu weeping in the aisles — 
packed houses for his lectures, irt- 
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eluding the best families, too. 
Pour il on — and watch it take.*^ 

HOW io DFSiiRM: The only 

sure way to make the Tear Jer- 
kcr trap harmless is to know the 
facts. The Nazi depends on lies 
16 camonflaj’e I his weapon. When 
the lies arc de-^bunked nothing 
remains but ihe naked ugliness 
of the trap. The “sweet reason- 
ableness'* of the sob story ihen 
evaporales. 

When Herman turns on the 
tears and assure."; you all he want- 
ed was a little living room, button 
your ears. The true war aims of 
I he Nazis are de.scribed by the 
Nazis them selves, in more realistic 
terms:

Model C The H.E^ Frogmonlfzer 

POaPOSE . So long as America 
is strong and unified in its policy, 
the Germans kmiw they wonT 
even he able to shex^t at I lie moon. 
That was wliy the Nazis ran such 
a hrrgc-scale propaganda cam- 
paign in the United States before 



World War II “giving support 
of various kinds to Bunds and 
Silver Shirts, Ku Kluxers and 
other organizations selling hate* 
The object was simple: to sow 
suspicion, distrust, and conflict: 
between Americans — to set Chris- 
tians against Jews, whites against 
Negroes, Protestants against Cath- 
olics, Slovaks against Czechs and 
SO on. Coebbds said bluntly; 
“Nothing is easier than to pro- 
duce a hlootly revolution in 
America. No other country has 
so many social and racial tensions. 
We shall be able to play on 
many strings there**. The Ger- 
mans figure that weVc still push- 
overs for this line of attack. 



DESCRiPnoH ; The sucker bail 
for this trap can take almost 
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endk^ss forms — the line is tiie 
biggest Nazi stock in trade. It 
stRTls with the “Aryan race 
hooey” , . . anybody who plays hall 
with the Germans becomes a 
member of the Superman Gulx 
The ne?tt big line is: '‘'The Jews 
are to blame?” It works on “gub 
liWe suckers” who like quick, 
easy answers on why they have 
troll hies — any kind of trouble 
from unemploy-^mcnt to chilblains. 
If these two approaches don't 
work, the anti-Negro angle or 
any one of scores of otlK'^r handy 
cha^rges can be fired. It docsii'l 
much matter ’ w^hich — so long as 
there are enough to keep AmcrT 
cans fighting among themselves. 

OPERATION: Gocbbcls himself 
has written the instruction sheet 
on this .one; * “Unchain vol- 
canic passions ... arexise outbreaks 
of fury,.* set masses of men on 
the march , , . organize hate and 
suspicion with :ce-coid calculation, 
with legal methods ...” (Goebbeh 
in Dirt Angriff, February i8, 
1 Q 2 Q.) And he further counsels' 
Make sure the dynamite of lies is 
really loaded — and keep throw- 
ing the stuff! 

HOW TO DE^RRM: Use extreme 
caution. This one is really dan- 
gerous, As Hiller says: “If you 
th row enou gh — repeat, repea l , 

repeat — some of it is bound 
to stick!” The Germans can in- 
vent lies faster than you can 
blink. They have been espedally 
busy setting out honey-pots nbent 
Jews. The safest disarming pro- 
cedure is to look behind the sriifT; 
discover the motive of the guy 
who puts it out. Ask yourself: 
Why does he want me to hate the 
Jews or Negroes or Poles or Rus- 
sians or whatever today's bait 
happens to be? Whose interests 



will il serve it I fall for his line 
— hb or mine? Remember, Hitler 
let the cal out of the bag:

Model D * The Great Divider 

PURPOSE: Germany knows well 
that she hasn't a chance to 
get orgajiized for World War 111 
until she succeeds in breaking down 
the Wf:.rkiug unity of the Allies. 
During the late thirties she was so 
successful with her game of divide 
avd romfuer — taking one nation 
at a time — that she alrnost realiz- 
ed her ambition to vanquish the 
world, German planners hope to 
do il again. “Break 'em up — start 
*etn lighLing among themselves/* 
say the masterminds of the Gen- 
eral Slaff — “rhen kniKk 'em dowm, 
one by one.’' 

DESCRIPTlOH ; This boohy-lrap 
IS very much like the H,E. Trag- 
mcnlizcr in general appearance 
and make-up — only it is larger 
and contains, in addition fo ILR, 
plenty of smoke. The come-ons 
are designed to appeal to Amer- 
icans who donT like and don't 
trust “foreigners". That means 
the Anglonhobes, the Russophobes 
and all the other phohes. Special 
models are also set up to catch the 
American astr idles who still think 
the Unttetf States can stay out of 
wars hy turning its hack on ag- 
gressors. 

OPERATION: “There will be 
plenty of headaches and disagree- 
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ments that niiist be irofied out 
before tlve United NaJi<wis can get 
an effective intern a 1 .ional organ i- 
?,alion started/* slates the inslruc- 
lion sheet, “so play up dislnist 
and suspicion between the Allies. 
1 ell ^em Iheir ideas and our^ are 
in the same groove. Lay it on 
thick — and plug away at it until 
it works. Keep in mind the great 
booby-trap set in 1918 . We soon 
had Americans saying: “'rhc more 
) see of the French (or British), 
the bt^tter f ike the Germans/ 'fhey 
bit on that once, maybe they’ll bite 
again/* 

HOW TO DISHAM: Once the Oper- 
ation of li»e Great Divider booby- 
trap is understood, (he prob- 
lem of disarming becomes easier. 
The technique for handling is sim* 
ilar to that for the M.Ii. Fragment- 
izer. When yooiVe handed guff that 
runs down our Allies, smell it be- 
fore you swallow it The job of 
ironing out real disagreements be- 
tween the United Nations hn't 
going to be easy. But il*$ a family 
affair and we don't need any sug- 
gestions from the Krauts. German 




preparation of Wedd War 111 can 
be kicked in the head if the unity 
of the Allied Nations can hold to- 
gether. The going wiK be satin 
sm^th for Germany if they can be 
divided. There*s nothing like 
bickering and jealousy to weaken 
a winning team. , 

There they are — the standard 
models of Goebbels "new Ime" 
of booby-traps. These working 
models may look a little crude — 
first models of a new weapon 
usually are. 

Herman will be subtle later on. 
He won't attack with the gleam 
of a fanatic in his eye. Ide wonT*^ 
look like a Dick Tracy villain. 
He won't back you intd a corner 
and try to cltib you amand to his 
point of view in one tremendous 
knock-down-and-drag-out bull ses- 
sion. He'll turn on all the charm 
he can. He'll try to hypnotize 
you with flattery* Hell wring your 
heart with sob stories. He won't 
overlook sex appeal. 

AH Germ:my will be infested 
with booby-traps like these. The 
bait will always be attractive (at 
least so the Gemtans hope). And 
the camouflage will be expert* 

If you know how these traps 
work and what they were design- 
ed for, clear thinking and cau- 
tious action can disarm them. 
Only by disarming them can the 
Germans be kept from staging 
stilt another comeback Every 
propaganda booby-trap that ex- 
plodes its noiseless charge is a 
booster for another war. 1 f too many 
suckers bite, the future is certain: 
another war will be on the way. 
The Germans will have succeeded 
in translating theii blueprinl for 
World War 111 into guns and 
planes, into tanks and submarines* 
into violence and death.

Taut supply tines were eased 
when the sea approaches to Ant- 
werp were freed this week. (The 
city itself was captured intact Sept. 
4,) Supplies could not be poured 
onto Antwerp's fourteen miles of 
docks until the mass of islands 
protecting the port were cleared 
of Germans. (Map. No, 3). 

The salient slretching toward 
Germany on the northern end of 
the Western Front is a rough 
triangle. (Map No. 3). The base of 
the triangle from Antwerp to Afi- 
chen is barely 100 miles wide. The 
length from Antwerp to Arnhein is 
80 miles. Nijmegen and Aachen 
form the lOOmile side nf the In- 
angle which fares (iermany. During 
the week. Allied troops battered 
both sides of the triangle, enlarging 
it by yards southeast of Aachen. In 
the northwest, the last ficruuin 
bridgehead south of the River 
Maas lYas cleared, but the River 
Waal loomed ahead. 

Behind ficels of bombers, the 
U.S. Third Army opened attacks 
north and south of Metz and easl 
of Nancy. (Map No, 1). The Indus- 



Eastern and Southern Fronts 

The Red Army inched forward 
in one of Europe's strongust de- 
fense positions,, the 50-mile-wide 
Insterburg Gap between the East 
Prussian cities of Konigsberg and 
Angerburg, (Map No. 2>, On the 
iiorlh K the sea where amphibious 
operations are prevented by nar- 
row sandy breakwaters. The .soulli 
is prolecled by a chain of Jakes 
and Ircacherons marshes. In be- 
Iween^ saLurated w'ilh forLifications, 
IS the narrow gap which limited 
the use of Soviet mobilized fore.-s 
and required that each fortress be 
reduced separatf!y before progress 
could lie made. 

By contrast, the bidlle m Hun- 
gary was fasbmoving.
